Dr.  Samuel  C.  Klagsbrun  will  be  presented  with 
the  Centennial  Medal  of  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  of  America  at  the  annual  dinner  held 
in  the  synagogue  to  benefit  the  Seminary  on  Tues¬ 
day,  June  23  at  6  p.m.  The  guest  speaker  will  be 
Chancellor  of  the  Seminary  Dr.  Ismar  Schorsch. 

The  Klagsbrun  family— he,  his  wife  Francine 
and  their  daughter  Sarah  — is  well-known  to  the 
congregation.  All  are  active  participants  in  weekly 
services.  Both  he  and  his  wife  have  spoken  on 
topics  of  interest  at  meetings  sponsored  by  various 
‘arms’.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  a  teacher  of  a  popular  course  in  the  Sherr  In¬ 
stitute  of  Adult  Jewish  Studies  in  which  he  places 
a  Biblical  personage  “on  the  psychiatrist’s  couch”. 

Dr.  Klagsbrun  is  the  Medical  Director  and  co¬ 
founder  of  the  Four  Winds  Hospital  in  Katonah, 
New  York,  a  private  psychiatric  hospital.  He  is 
also  an  associate  clinical  professor  in  psychiatry 
at  the  Columbia  University  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  and  a  visiting  professor  in  pastoral 
psychiatry  at  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary. 

For  many  years  Dr.  Klagsbrun  has  been 
teaching  courses  and  publishing  papers  on  the 
treatment  of  cancer  patients,  medical  ethics  and 
hospice  care.  He  regularly  lectures  at  St. 
Christopher’s  Hospice  in  London,  England, 
where  he  maintains  the  title  “Visitor”.  In  recent 
years,  he  has  devoted  more  attention  to  psychiatric 
work  with  adolescents. 

This  is  the  centennial  year  of  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary,  a  year  of  special  events 
bringing  attention  to  the  seminal  role  the 
Seminary  plays  in  the  life  of  the  American  Jewish 
community.  On  three  campuses— in  New  York, 
Los  Angeles  and  Israel — it  trains  rabbis,  cantors, 
educators  and  lay  leaders  to  serve  the  Jewish  Con¬ 
servative  community.  Rabbi  Nadich,  Rabbi 
Wechsler,  Cantor  Lefkowitz  and  Cantor  Kula  are 
all  alumni  of  the  Seminary. 

Anita  and  Stanley  Gluck  are  the  co¬ 
chairpersons  of  a  large  and  enthusiastic  commit¬ 
tee.  Formal  invitations  to  the  dinner  have  been 
mailed  to  the  congregation.  Let  us  continue  to 
strengthen  the  strong  bond  between  our 
synagogue  and  the  Seminary  through  our  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Seminary  in  this  its  centennial  year.

Lincoln  and  Rabbi 
Harlan  J.  Wechsler  be  named  as  Rabbis  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.  Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln  succeeds 
Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  and  Rabbi  Harlan  J.  Wechsler  is  elevated  from  his  current  position  as  Associate 
Rabbi.”  The  vote  of  the  congregation  at  that  meeting  was  unanimous  in  its  approval  of  the  recommendation. 


Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln 

Rabbi  Lincoln  was  born,  raised  and  educated  in  England,  receiving  his  certificate  to  practice 
as  Rabbi  from  the  Office  of  Chief  Rabbi  in  England  and  ordained  at  the  Etz  Chaim  Yeshiva  and  by 
the  Av  Beth  Din  of  London.  He  studied  for  four  years  at  the  British  Law  Society  School  of  Law  and 
received  his  law  degree.  At  Northwestern  University  in  Evanston,  Illinois,  he  pursued  his  studies 
in  Arabic. 

He  served  as  Rabbi  of  the  Beth  Hillel  Congregation  in  Wilmette,  Illinois,  for  14  years.  While 
Rabbi  at  Congregation  B’nai  Zion  in  Chicago,  he  also  served  as  chaplain  to  the  State  Senate  in  Springfield, 
Illinois. 

He  is  past  president  of  the  Chicago  Region  of  the  Rabbinical  Assembly  and  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Chicago  Board  of  Rabbis;  Midwest  Chairman  and  a  member  of  the  Rab¬ 
binic  Cabinet  of  the  Israel  Bond  Organization. 

He  is  the  recipient  of  many  awards  from  the  Jewish  United  Fund  and  the  Israel  Bond  Organiza¬ 
tion.  He  has  travelled  extensively  throughout  Europe  and  parts  of  Africa  and  is  a  frequent  visitor 
to  Israel.  He  has  also  led  groups  on  visits  to  Eastern  Europe  and  the  Soviet  Union. 

Rabbi  Lincoln  and  his  wife,  Susan,  are  parents  of  three  children:  Sara,  age  20,  Simon,  age  18 
and  Jonathan,  age  11. 


Rabbi  Harlan  J.  Wechsler 

Rabbi  Wechsler,  an  alumnus  of  Harvard  College,  received  his  ordination  and  Ph  D.  degree  from 
the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America.  He  has  served  as  Associate  Rabbi  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  since  1980,  having  come  to  the  congregation  as  its  Assistant  Rabbi  in  1978. 

Prior  to  his  position  at  the  synagogue,  Rabbi  Wechsler  devoted  full  time  to  academic  and  teaching 
responsibilities  at  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary.  As  Visiting  Assistant  Professor  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Philosophy,  he  continues  to  teach  as  a  part-time  member  of  the  Seminary  faculty. 

He  is  President  of  the  Manhattan  Region  of  the  Rabbinical  Assembly  and  Vice  President  of  The 
Hospital  Chaplaincy,  an  interfaith  educational  center  which  prepares  chaplains  and  doctors  to  meet 
the  needs  of  patients  in  New  York  hospitals.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Board  of  The  Cabrini 
Hospice  and  a  founding  board  member  of  Derekh  Torah,  a  program  of  studies  for  those  wishing  to 
convert  to  Judaism. 

He  and  his  wife,  Naomi  Friedland-Wechsler,  are  the  parents  of  two  children :  Ezra  M  icah  Friedland- 
Wechsler,  age  11,  and  Hannah  Leah  Friedland-Wechsler,  age  3.

When  I  wrote  to  you  in  January  1986  to  tell  you 
of  my  planned  retirement  on  August,  31,  1987, 
1  said  that  it  was  one  of  the  most  difficult  letters 
I  had  ever  written.  I  also  said  in  that  same  letter 
that  every  meeting  between  us  from  that  day  to 
this  would  be  precious  is  my  sight. 

This  letter  falls  into  a  similar  category  of  dif¬ 
ficult  tasks.  How  does  one  say  farewell  to  friends 
who  have  become  the  warp  and  woof  of  one’s  life. 
How  does  one  separate  one’s  self  from  a  way  of 
life  which  has  become  synonymous  with  life 
itself?  The  answer  is  by  stepping  back  and  con¬ 
sidering  the  whole  picture  of  one’s  life. 

Very  early  in  my  life  I  knew  that  I  wanted  to 
dedicate  my  energies,  my  enthusiasm  and  my  zeal 
to  the  Jewish  people  — its  survival  and  the 
strengthening  of  its  faith  and  its  future.  This  has 
been  my  mission,  so  to  speak,  and  I  have  tried 
to  carry  it  out  in  different  places,  at  different  times 
and  in  different  ways.  Whether  I  worked  as  a  rab¬ 
bi,  teacher  and  preacher,  or  as  an  army  chaplain, 
or  with  our  fellow  Jews  during  the  nightmare  that 
was  the  Holocaust,  my  purposes  were  those  I  had 
set  for  myself  as  a  very  young  man. 

I  have  been  extraordinarily  fortunate 
throughout  my  life  because  my  energies,  my  en¬ 
thusiasm  and  my  zeal  have  not  waned  in  my 
chosen  pursuits.  At  times  I  have  been  frustrated 
in  not  having  been  able  to  achieve  all  that  I  would 
have  hoped,  but  I  have  been  neither  discouraged 
nor  depressed  nor  cynical  about  my  undertakings. 
For  this,  I  am  grateful  to  God  for  my  good  for¬ 
tune.  I  have  always  been  and  hope  to  remain  a 
believer  and  that  makes  me  a  happy  and  grateful 
person. 

I  am  especially  thankful  for  these  past  thirty 
years  with  its  rich  harvest  of  ever  deepening 
friendship  with  all  of  you.  I  shall  continue  to  be 
guided  by  my  lifelong  ideals  in  whatever  pursuits 
lie  in  the  future.  And  I  repeat  what  I  have  said 
earlier-each  meeting  I  have  with  you  will  be 
precious  is  my  sight.  1  shall  be  strengthed  also 
by  the  knowledge  that  the  congregation  we  all  hold 
so  dear  will  continue  to  sail  a  smooth  and  steady 
course  in  untroubled  waters.
